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The  School  Boy  and 
Missions 


Most  school  boys  of  two  decades  ago  used 
to  regard  the  subject  of  Missions  as  stale, 
flat  and  unprofitable.  Today  the  boy  with 
such  an  idea  is  behind  the  times. 

Narrow-minded  people  will  never  be  scarce, 
but  there  will  be  fewer  provincial  minds 
after  the  War.  County  thinking  is  be¬ 
coming  national,  national  interests  are  ex¬ 
panding  to  world  limits.  To  be  a  good  news¬ 
paper  reader  now,  one  must  be  a  citizen  of 
the  world.  To  be  abreast  of  the  times,  one 
must  think  internationally.  Boys  and  men 
in  their  thought  and  conversation  are  rang¬ 
ing  up  and  down  the  map  of  the  world. 

Perhaps  no  kind  of  reading  or  study  is  so 
rewarding  to  a  school  boy  as  that  which  deals 
with  missionary  biography.  It  is  fascinat¬ 
ing,  for  it  brings  him  the  appeal  of  the  heroic 
and  the  thrill  of  adventure.  It  is  broaden¬ 
ing,  for  it  carries  him  into  the  thought  and 
life  of  lands  of  which  he  may  have  known 
but  little.  It  is  elevating,  for  it  brings  to 
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bear  on  his  life  the  influence  of  lion-hearted 
heroes,  great  souls  who  have  poured  out  their 
lives  in  sacrificial  service  for  humanity. 

Among  the  ways  in  which  school  boys  are 
making  a  definite  study  of  this  kind,  three 
may  be  mentioned  as  especially  valuable. 
The  first  is  by  the  formation  of  groups 
which  meet  weekly  for  six  or  eight  sessions 
to  study  some  specially  prepared  text-book, 
usually  under  the  leadership  of  one  of  the 
masters.  This  has  proven  to  he  the  most 
effective  plan. 

The  method  which  ranks  next  in  value  is 
that  of  a  series  of  six  or  more  programs, 
preferably  in  consecutive  weeks,  which  are 
given  by  the  boys  themselves.  The  pamphlet 
“Missionary  Programs  for  Schoolboys”  gives 
full  explanations  regarding  this  method  and 
detailed  suggestions  for  a  dozen  such  pro¬ 
grams. 

The  third  method  is  by  the  organized  read¬ 
ing  of  missionary  books.  Half  a  dozen  brief, 
snappy,  stimulating,  well-written  missionary 
books  for  boys  are  purchased  either  by  the 
school  or  by  individuals.  Such  a  list  is 
given  on  the  last  page  of  this  leaflet.  The 
books  are  briefly  described  at  a  general 
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meeting.  Boys  are  then  signed  up  to  read 
one  or  other  of  these  volumes,  a  time  limit 
being  set  as  to  how  long  any  one  may  hold 
a  book.  After  a  certain  period,  say  two 
months,  all  who  have  read  at  least  one  of  the 
books  come  together  to  discuss  them  and 
exchange  impressions.  Usually  it  will  be 
found  desirable  to  hold  two  or  three  meet¬ 
ings  for  this  purpose.
